DESEGREGATION GAINS

UNFOFRGETTABLE SCENES 


Many names. 
And many unforgettable scenes. 
Exploding

faces working witli hatred. Fed 
eral troops in Southern cities. 
But there is another side to the 
picture. 
In St. Louis, Baltimore and Wil 
mington, Del., integration was ac 
eomplished successfully although 
the proportion of Negroes ranged 
between 30 and -IO per cent of the 
total school enrollment. 
In Louisville, Ky., city authori­ 
ties worked quietly for two full 
years, preparing the community 
tor desegregation—and then did it 
in one swift move, without inci­ 
dent. 
ACTION VS. VIOLENCE 
In Tennessee, an all-white jury 
convicted seven persons of ob­ 
structing justice in the integration 
of Clinton High School. (Later, the 
school was dynam ited.) 
Where authorities acted deci­ 
sively, violence generally failed to 
halt 
integration. 
Lawyers 
then 
sought subtler methods of delay­ 
ing the process or blocking it 
entirely. 
“Pupil placem ent” was devised 
lo give legal sanction to assign 
ment of Negroes and whites to 
different schools. “ Interposition" 
surfaced. This is the argument 
that the state is a partner with 
the federal government and has 
the right to “interpose" if. in its 


judgment, the federal government 
usurps power illegally. Here and 
there, public schools were closed 
and community-supported private 
schools attem pted to do the job. 
LAWYERS GET BUSY 


Elsewhere, too. .Southern law­ 
yers pointed to the phrase, “with 
all deliberate speed.” in the Su­ 
preme Court ruling ordering de­ 
segregation. Thus, they said, there 
was no immediacy to desegregate. 
The order might be delayed for 
years on grounds of local compli­ 
cations 


The white Southerner, after all, 
had been placed in an agonizingly 
difficult position.

The Museum of Modern Art Is 
currently showing a series of 54 
films of old television programs 
originally broadcast in the years 
1949-61, including dram a, variety, 
news, 
special 
events 
and 
even 
com m ercials. 
“ Television is a phase of mod­ 


ern art,'* explains Richard Grif­ 
fith, 
curator 
of 
the 
museum's 
m assive film library. “The mo­ 
tion picture is the first new art 
form in thousands of years, and 
television is a new phase of the 


motion picture ” 


SHOW F IL M S 


The museum — a suitably mod­ 
ern glass-fronted structure on 53rd 
St. 
— 
has 
been showing 
films 
tw ice daily for more than 20 years. 
Additionally, it lends its films to 
educational institutions across the 
country. 


These films come from 
a 
li­ 
brary that is the largest of its 
kind in the United States, consist­ 
ing of several thousand negatives 
and prints that total 12 million 
feet They cover a time span from 
the very beginning of the motion 
picture to the present. 


The earliest motion picture in 
the collection — and perhaps the 
earliest ever made — 
is 
“ The 
Execution 
of 
Mary 
Queen 
of 
Scots,” a minute and a half long 
spectacular of its day. 
This film, produced by Thom­ 
as A. Edison in Menlo Park, N. 
J ., in 1892. shows poor M ary get­ 
ting her head chopped off. Hap­ 
pily, it was done with trick pho­ 
tography. 
Other films in the library include 
such early silent classics as D. 


W. Griffith’s “ Birth of a Nation" 
and the vehicles of m atinee idols 
like

Anyone can go to the museum 
and see the program being shown, 
at 3 and 5:30 p.m. daily.

The film library began in 1935.
